ow there first was a Treaty of Pretoria, 
agreed to in 1881, and it consisted of a 
preambleand many art icles. The preamble 
ran i oe 

‘Her Majesty's Ministers for the nettle 
ment of the ‘Transvaal Territory do hereby 
undertuke'and guarantee that fromthe 8th 
day of August, 1881, complete self-govern- 
mont, subject to the suzorainty of her 
Majesty, her heirs and suécessors, Will be 
accorded tu, the inhahitants of the Trana- 
yaal Territory upon thé following terms 
and conditions.’ 

‘Tho terms.and conditions gave tho British 
Governnieut groat power over the Trans- 
vant. - si 

Jn 18842 new Convention waa entered 
into. This certainly does not mention the 
word suzerainty: ut Mr Chamberlain 
argues, with great force, that the preain= 
blo of tha fivet treaty was intended to con: 
dinue in force, as the new preamble speaks 
of substituting certain articles for the old 
articles, but says nothing about putting an 
end to tho 1981 preamble. 

This Convention of 1884 was signed hy 
threo British andthrce Transvaal Ministers, 
and was confirined by the Raud.* Tt says : 

“Whereas the delegates of tho Transvaal 
State huve represented that the Convention 
signed at Pretoria in 1881 imposes burdens 
and obligations from which tho said Stato 
ja desirous to be relieved, and that the 
south-western boundaries should, be -amen- 
ded: , And whevens her Majosty has been 
pleased ta take the anid representations into 
consideration: Now,hor Majesty has been 
pleased to direct that the following ‘artictes 
of a now Convention xball be substituted 
for tho articles embodied in'thé Convention 
of August 3, 1881 :—

South African Republic will con- 
clude ne treaty or engagement with any 
State or nation other than with tho Orange 
Free State, nor with any nat ive tribe to thé 
castwand or the westward of the Repub'ic 
until tho same has been approved by her 
Majesty. Such approval shall bo consider- 
ed to haye been granted if her Majesty's 
Government. shall nut, “within six months 
after receiving copy of such” treaty, have 
notified that the-conclusion of such. treaty 
js in conflict with the interests of Great 
Britain.’
